DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or make obvious the steps of or means for "storing said 
differentially encoded symbols and one or more pilot tones in an IFFT buffer to 
produce an analog signal centered at a desired carrier frequency", when such 
signal is considered within the specific structure of the method recited in claim 1 or the 
device recited in claim 7. The prior art of record fails to teach or make obvious the 
steps of or means for "transformed said signal contains differentially encoded 
symbols and one or more pilot tones and wherein said transformed signal is 
centered at a desired carrier frequency", when such signal is considered within the 
specific structure of the method recited in claim 13 or the device recited in claim 18.
